and other documents were brought to 
light today as the outward evidence 
of how several men obtained ?150,000 
in personal and

of this city, on stocks regarded by le- 
gal representatives of the monsignor 
and the church parish as of doubtful 
value. 
Whether there will be prosecution 


of the men is jet to be determined 
ilonsignor O'Brien, who is S3, is in 
a Baltimore hospital in a state of ner- 
vous exhaustion, augmented by partial 
paralysis and his failure to appear as 
the chief prosecuting witness is re- 
garded as problematical. It may be 
that indictments will be sought on the 
documentary evidence in the papers 
of his attorneys and those of the par- 
ish. This evidence indicates that most 
of the money was obtained in the 
promotion of several companies, in 
two of which O'Brien was an officer. 
His payments of money by personal 
checks began in 1017 and continued 
until the end of last year.

senorita. They came to Michigan on 
horseback. 
Two years after her death a Scotch 


lassie from Canada stole his affec- 
tions. His third wife also was a Ca- 
nadian. She was killed in a. gasoline 
stove explosion in the '90s. In 1906, 
-Chubby" went in for his fourth mat- 
rimonial venture. 
Which, from all 
appearances, was mighty successful.

Make Last Stand

SHEV1LLE. N. C., June 
M.—In 


all 
thp cheerless chapters of 


American history dealing with treat- 
ment of the aboriginal owners of the 
soil by the United States government, 
there is at least one bright spot. 


On the reservation for the eastern 


band of Cherokees in western North 
Carolina situated on a trapt some 75 
miles west of Asheville, embracing 
63,000 acres in the heart of the Great 
Smoky range, some Interesting facts 
are being developed-with an isolated 
tribe of Indians who escaped the gov- 
ernment's pffort at wholesale removal 
to Indian Territory. 
For years they 


remained hidden and hunted by sol- 
diers and government agents, then 
became charges of a relenting Wash- 
ington administration. 


Today this tribe 
numbpra 
about 


2500 persons. Under the white man's 
care and tutelage they have learned 
lessons fo health and sanitation, to- 
gether with modern methods of farm- 
ing and industry. 


This group has retained its tribal 


integrity, has kept 
its 
blood 
pure 


Cherokee in 60 per cent, of its mem- 
bers, and is actually increasing 
in 


population at the rale of about 24 
per 1200, annually. 


The tribe is principally 
self-gov- 


erning—administration being effected 
through a council of 20 of the elder 
males of the tribe. They wear whjte 
man's clothing, study in the white 
man's schools, take the white man's 
medicine, and strive to conform 
t.j 


the whitp man's mode of health and 
living. 


Yet they have retained many of 


the ancient customs of th-iir forbears. 
Splendid pjiysique is their pride. Th'i 
men. women 
and 
chi'dren 
are 
a 


sturdy lot, representing 
the fittest 


•who have survived .generations 
of 


hardships and exposure. 


The present r-hief 
is -Joseph 
A. 


Saunoake, a Cherokee of about 50. 
The council Is elected by all iftp adjJt 
males of the tribe, and the council in 
turn elects its chief 
and 
assistant 


chief to serve four years. 


The council 
settles 
all 
disputes 
arising between members of the tribe 
The Indians, however, are required 
to conform with the state laws gov- 
erning marriage and divorce, and are 
held amenable to the penal code in 
their rplation with each other and 
with white persons. 


When white men first came to 


these parts. the'Cherokees •were mem- 
bers of the great Souan family. They 
were lovers of peace. 
Then 
came 


rumors of gold, followed by lust of 
the pale faces for the ground upon 
which the red men lived. 


The treaty of 1835 resulted, 
and 


most of the Indians accepted their 
fate. 
Xot so a band of about 600. 


They loved their mountains. 
And 


•when the guns started to prack, they 
fled to the hills. 
Tears of 
tortune 
followed, 
but 
somehow or other they managed t-j 
keep themselves together until the 
great wrong was righted -

The Young; Men's 
Business Club 


will not merge with the Chamber of 
Commerce, this being the sense of the 
meeting last night to discuss the mat- 
ter.It has been talked pro and con for 
some time that the city of Danville 
!B over-organized, that there were 
too many civic organizations and that 
few of them were functioning pro- 
perly. 
With this Idea In mind a 


meeting of the Young Men's Business 
Club was called for last night to dis- 
cuss the matter of a merger of the 
Y. M. K. C. and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. It was tho consensus of those 
present that the Y. M. B. C. should 
not merge with the Chamber of Com- 
merce, but should rather enter into 
active competition with that oigan- 
ization. To do this it will necessary to 
raise the age limit, which is. now 40 
jears. 
At the close of the meeting E. J. 


Saari, secretary of the club since last 
January, offered his resignation to 
take effect at an early date. 
Mr, 


Saari offered his resignation because 
of his wife's health. 
She has been 


ordered by physician to move to an- 
other dim te, preferably her native 
home in Minnesota 
A resolution of 


rcget that Mr. Saaari felt that he had 
to resign and of appreciation for his 
services was 
offered 
by President 


Graham and was passed unanimously 
Since coming \\ith the club, Mr. Saari 
has been quite active m civic affairs, 
being expecially energetic in the re- 
cent .school bond i«sue campaign. 


The meeting last night was attend- 


ed by only Cj members of the organ- 
ization, five less than a quorum, but 
those who attended were practically 
unanimous that there should no mer- 
ger. 
However, there was equal un- 


animity of opinion that something bad 
to be done to sustainelife in the or- 
ganization. 
To accomplish this sev- 


eral plans were suggested. 
One plan 


was to restri-t the membership of the 
organization to those members who 
would give active support, thus cut- 
ting down the membership largely, an- 
other plan . is to cut away dead tim- 
ber, raise the age limit and continue 
as heretofore. The plan which seem- 
ed to be received with greatest favor 
was to raise the age limit and tnter 
jnto active 
competition 
with 
the 


Chamber of Commerce 
This action 


was believed to be justified, since it 
was felt and optnly stated by several 
speakers, members of both the Y. 
M. B. B. C. and the Chamber of Com- 
merce, that the latter organization 
was not functioning as it should, and 
that Daniille deserved better advertis- 
ing and better boosting and beti:r 
representation before the country than 
she had been given in the past There 
was no attitude of censure toward the 
Chamber of Commerce assumed by 
the various speakers. It was merely 
held that better results for the up- 
building of Danville could be obtained 
through a rtvamping of the Y M. 
B. C secured through "incorporation 
of older and more substantial men, 
than through merger with a bod\, 
that it was felt, had accomplished 
so litt\e for the Vity. 


No sooner had the meeting- been 


opened last night by D. E 
Graham, 


Jr . than P W. Ashworth secured the 
floor anci in a well considered speech 
a'-gued against any merger. He held 
that a merger would mean the death 
of the Y. M. B. C s nee all identity 
would be lost in the older organiza- 
tion and that the joung men of the 
city would have no voice in affairs 
He then pointed out the -ieed for a 
young men's organization, 
showing 


that if the city were to grow new 
industries would have to be induced 
to locate here 
No steps had been 
binauong the powers that be in Dan- 
taken to bring new concerns to town 
and the intimation of the speaker was 
that because of certain business com- 
ville did not 
wish new industries 


since it would create competition in 
the labor market. Mr. Ashworth said 
that a live organization could do much 
to build up the city 'and that it was 
not likely mat any steps along this 
line would be taken by the' older or- 
ganization. 


W. E. Meade. former president of 


the club said that he wgis opposed to 
a merger, but that he felt that some 
action should be taken to strencthen 
the club, that, in fact, such action 
was imperative if the club were to 
continue to live and function proper- 


I ly. 
It was his contention that the 


! club would have to" enlist the sup- 


city, secure sufficient financial hack- 
ing, employ an efficient secretary and 
then f o forward. Mr. Meade also sug- 
gested that there be a sort of super- 
committee, composed of representa- 
tives of the Chamber of Commerce. 
Y. M. B. C., Rotary, Klwanls and 
Lions to act In concert on matters 
of large Import to the city. 


Allen Hermon said that he felt 


that' the members of the T. M. B. C. 
were too level headed 
to consider 


Joining the Chamber of Commerce, 
that, \\hlle he had no intention of 
antagonising the Chamber of Com- 
merce, he felt that organization was 
not accomplishing anything anci that 
he thought the best solution was for 
the V. M. B. C. to enter into active 
competition with the older body, raise 
the age limit and get all elements who 
had the good of Danville at heart 
into the organization, which should 
be headed by an efficient secretary. 


The next move said T>lr. Herman, 


and one that is most vital to the fu- 
ture growth of the city is to relieve 
the housing congestion. He said that 
Danville had reached 
its lim t in 


growth under present conditions; that 
there could be no increase in popula- 
tion until houses were built in which 
people could live. To obviate this a 
building 
commission 
t>hould 
be 


brought to this city and make a sur- 
vey of the situation and recommend 
what should be done. 
It wa<? the 


speaker's belief that there was plentv 
of land on the outskirts of the city 
that could be utilized for suburban 
development. 
Mew industries will 


never come to this city unless there 
Is room to house the people that new 
industries will bring, he'said. 


Mr. Herman referred to the recent 


library and bond incidents as symp- 
tomatic of conditions in this city. He 
said that he regretted very much that 
the library matter had reachpd its pre- 
sent seeming impasse and for the 
bond issue other cities smaller .han 
Danville had voted larger bond is- 
sues for rchool improvements. 
It was his hope that a new and 


stronger organization grow out of the 
Young Men's Business Club and that 
if this were done business concerns 
of this city might find it expedient to 
drop their membership in the cham- 
ber of Commerce, since it was ac- 
complishing nothing, and support the 
rejuvmated civic body 


Louis Kaufman then offered a re- 


solution that since publicity had been 
given to the meeting of the Y. M 
B. C.. called for the purpose of con- 
sidering- the merger with the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, though tha_t organ- 
ization had made no formal proposal 
to that end, that 
it will be record- 


ed as the consensus of those present 
that there should be no merger, and 
that the T. M. C. continue to func- 
tion. 
Thia resclution met with uni- 
versal favor 
E. J. Saari. secretary o' the club, 


also argued against the ^merger. He 
said that the meeting was only called 
to get the fnse of the members on 
the matter since the proposition had 
been continuously agitated. 
He was 


in favor of raising the age limit and 
inviting older men of the city to join 
and thus secure sufficient financial 
backing to place the club on a secure 
footing. 


It was finally proposed that there 


be a. called meeting of the organiza- 
tion Tuesday, July 10. at which ime

"One 
of the most engrossing prob- 
lems of our time, confronting all 
"countries and all societies, is the ex- 
orbitant edit of living," the president 


"I believe the suggestion"' is worthy 
of careful examination and considera- 
tion" the president said. "I am con- 
vinced that its discussion will 
be 


fruitful of good results and a re- 
minder to some who are disposed to 
take unreasonable tolls from 
both 
the consuming and the producing pub- 
lic, that this public has the right, 
the power and the ability to devise 
means t6 protect itself.". 
"We realize that the real producer 
under our elaborate and costly system 
Of distribution," is not permitted 
a 
fair Share of his producet for his own 
use and enjoyment. We have become 
convinced that some how our system 
of distribution has grown too cum- 
bersome too costly, too complex, too 
indirect, too unrelated to the interests 
of real producers and legistimate con- 
sumers. We must flnd methods to take 
up as much as possible of the slake 
in the long line between producer 
and consumer; to give the producer 
a better share in that which he fur- 
nishes to the community, and to en- 
able the consumer to meet his require- 
ments at reasonable cost.

"To this end 
many 
experiments 


have been made In cooperative pro- 
duction, transportation, distribution 
and purchasing. To a great extent 
these- experiments 
have proceeded 
from the enterprise and initiative of 
the western people, to whom .these 
problems have presented themselves 
with especial insistence. But for the 
spirit of co6peratlon. the willingness 
tobe mutually helpful. th» determin- 
ation to give first place to the 
in- 
terests of the community, you could 
not have made your west what it is. 
Your working 
cooperations 
on a 
great scale practical in operation and 
adequate to cope with our problems, 
can never be possible except where 
there is this spirt, determination, and 
purpose It is because the West has 
led us e'o far in devising such work-" 
able problems that I have thought 
to say a few words along this line 
today.

' LONDON? June Si!— Marquis Our- 
son. secretary ot^orelfn'affalra, wade 
a long statement la the House of 
Lords today In reply^toJLord Birken- 
head, who called* attention to the eel- 
zure by the United State* of liquor 
on British vessels. 
The secretary declared there waa no 


, chance of Great Britain agreeing in 
'any circumstances, whatever to the 
iproposal that the United States au- 
jthorities be given the right to search 
! vessels lor; liquor i within the twelve 
'mile limit. The government, he ad- 
ded, was iully alive; to the importance 
of the casa and air channel*'Of diplo- 
macy were being utilized to find an 
exit from a situation which waa un- 
doubtedly disagreeable and ought not 
,to .be allowed, to continue. 
1 Lord i Curzon. explained it wa* a 
very difficult* and 
delicate matter 
raising grave questions in both in- 
ternational law and policy. The Brit- 
ish government was not 
concerned 


with American prohibition, which was 
a matter of domestic policy, in which 
the British government was not inter- 
ested in expressing an opinion; nelth- 
ier would he discuss'the interpretation 
lot the United States Supreme Court 
on that country's laws. 
But It was 
concerned with the treatment meted 
out to British Bhips In United States 
territorial waters and the degree in 
which that treatment conformed to 
or depaited from International prac- 
tice. 
, It would be premature for him to 
say, indeed, he did not know, what 
•would be the result of their labors. 
He would not discuss the 
legal 
right of the United States to impose 
conditions on foreign vessels enter- 
ing its -waters because on this -sub- 
ject international law was decisive. He 
next detailed 
the steps 
taken 
by 
Great Britain, beginning with a note 
to the United States government from 
the British Ambassador at Washing- 
ton after Att6rney General Daugh- 
erty's ruling that the Volstead act 
applied to foreign ships. 
"We pointed out,1' he continued, 
"that for any state, even constructive- 
ly, to project 
the operation 
of its 
strictly domestic municipal laws to 
foreign vessels on 
th ehigh seas— 
which was the practical effect of the 
American ruling—would be unprece- 
dented, and if adopted by other states 
would subject all shipping other than: 
coast-wise to the evils flowing from 
a conflict of authority. The United 
States government acknowledged re- 
ceipt of this but did not enter into 
a discussion of its arguments" 
Referring to the breaking of the 
British cuttoms seals, 
Lord Curzon 
explained th-t the seals were not sa- 
crosanct outside of British waters and 
in general repeated the present state- 
ment made by the Prime Minister, 
Stanley Baldwin, -which,was to the 
; effect that there was no/ground for a 
'protest on this score and that Great 
'Britain recognized America's right to 
break the seals in territorial waters'. 
"The object of British shippers in 
•bringing liquor under seal into New 
'."JTork," continued Lord Curzon,..•''was 
'not to bring a test case. The inten- 
tion was, while fully guaranteeing 
that liquor would not be landed, to 
see whether the United States really 
meant'to proceed in violation'of in- 
ternational practice. 
"Another consideration is that the 
.real motive of the United States gov- 
jernment in rliovrmg -the matter to 
come to a head at the presept time 
is most probably their desire to put 


preuure on us to check the traffic in 
contraband liquor, notably from the 
West indies. This appears from the 
fact that the latest United States gov- 
ernment proposals to Great Britain 
couple the two qttesloni." 
The itecretary then went into details 


of the proposal*, beginning last year 
for checking liquor smuggling, in- 
volving extension 
of the right of 
search within twelve miles of the 
•hore and the ,LBritish refusal to en- 
tertain such proposals. 
'- 
"We felt that 
the outbreak 
of 
smuggling could nuot be regarded as 
permanent," said the secretary, "and 
we "could not acquieence in the aban- 
donment of a principle to which, we 
attach great 
importance. 
At the 
aaine time we undertook to tafte all 
steps possible to prevent local law 
breaking by smuggler;." 
Lord Curzon concluded by detailing 
the latest American proposal for the 
establishment of » twelve mile limit 
aa a temporary arrangement against 
a reversal of the Supreme Court's rul- 
ing. ' 
Lord Birkenhead, in calling atten7 
tion to the seizure 
by the United 
States of liquor on British vessels at 
New York, asked what was the gov- 
ernment's policy. 
"Without one word of friendly dis- 
cussion with the .United States are 
we to tell British ship owners that we 
cannot help them?" he asked, "and 
that they must hereafter only take 
liquor as far as the port of destina- 
tion and return without liquor ?i' 
He argued that it would be both 
unfortunate and unnecessary for the 
British government to pass over a po- 
licy of this kind in silence. No nation 
in the world tad a higher conception 
of common sense and reasonableness 
than the United States and it was 
inconceivable that tactful and courte- 
ous representations would be receiv- 
ed by it with anything but the great- 
est respect and friendliness. 
Birkenhead 
cited the pronounce- 
ment by the American government at 
the time of a diplomatic discussion 
with Spain preceding a very difficult 
period— "we do not question the 
right of every nation to prescribe con- 
ditions under which the vessels of 
other nations may be admitted to its 
ports, but nevertheless, we point out 
that these conditions ought not con- 
flict with sea usages which regulate 
commercial intercourse between civil- 
ized nations." 
Viscount Grey expressed anxiety at 
to the effect the difficulty might have 
on Anglo-American relations. In his 
opinions liquor smuggling was not a 
temporary phase, and would cause 
friction if continued. There was un- 
doubtedly a 
cause for imtatoln on 
both sides and he urged that a real 
attempt be made both both govern- 
ments to settle the question.
